Increase or Gen. Burnside’s Expedition. 
Gen. Burnsides Expedition was originally intend- 
ed to consist of tifteea vesso’s, carrying about 

5.000 men. Since it was first projected, the 
views of Government with -regard to the ti^ld 
and nature of its operation, 8oem3 to have under- 
gone important changos. Tbe number of vessels 
has been increased se\ eral times lo meat tbe now 
purposes of tbe Go v ernment; and it is now de- 
termined not to rend out less than thirty- five ves- 
sels. Tbe Eastorn City, a former consort of the 
Admiral, baa been purchased to accompany that 
steamship on the expedition. The other addition- 
al vessels will bo principally barks and schooners. 
The whole fleet will probably carry not less than 

10.000 men, cr nearly one half as many as are 
now occupying Port Royal. These men are now, 
or can be at short notice, concentrated at Annap- 
olis, the point of departure; but the fitting out 
the vessels will Inevitably delay tho sailing of 
tbe expedition. All of the vessels, including the 
Admiral, will be rochristeaed with entirely now 
names. The five vessels which have been altered 
into gunboats or floating batteries, now sport the 
following startling titles; Bombshell, Gretude, 
Rocket, jShrapne 1 , Grapesbot. 

AtPAiks in Southwestern Kentci ky.— We 
have received a letter from Ramsey, Mnhlonburg 
county, from which we learn that Col. Crafts 
Slat Indiana regiment, Col. Hawkins’, Col. Mc- 
Henry's, Col. Burbridge's, Col. Shackloford' \ and 
Col. Jas. S. Jackson's regiments are all there, 
and expecting daily the 42d and 43d Indianians. 
The rascally enemy is prowling about Muhlen- 
burg, Hopkins, Christian, Todd, and Butler 
counties, stealiog and committing other vile dep- 
redations. Ihey are also arresting all the Union 
men they can find. Our boys have been after 
them several times but have not come up to them 
as yet.

By the same, or othor agen- 
cies, the most recent inventions, aud their prac- 
tical value, could bs promulgated extensively 
where the knowledge would do the most go»d.

Wool Growing. — Kentucky would now bo 
a largo wool growing State if a dog tax had 
been levied years ago. It is not too late for 
our Legislature to pass one at its present ses- 
sion. The American Agricultuist thus dis- 
courses on this subject: 

The fleecy snow filling the air and the need 
of woollen garments felt by every one, suggest 
our theme. In England, owing to the larger 
development of the manufacturing interest, 
there is a steadier price for wool, and a much 
higher and more uniform price for mutton, 
and in consequence a much greater encourage- 
ment to sheep husbandry. It is always a pay- 
ing business, and perhaps justifies the promi- 
nence given it by the poet. But here, the low 
price of mutton and the unsteady price of wool 
are great drawbacks to this kind of farming. 

In England, too, there is such a thing as law, 
and lawless dogs with an appetite for mutton 
are summarily disposed of. HerGthe mats of 
our voters who do not own sheep aro passion- 
ately fond of dogs, and if a law be enacted 
against the canine race, the race of worthless 
cur owners feel that war has been declared 
against them. The curs, biped and quadruped, 
generally carry tho day, and the dog law is eith- 
er repealed, or becomes a dead letter, so that 
nobody dare* to enforce it. Sheep become a 
very uncertain article of property. Of neces- 
fity, they arc pastured through the summer, 
and are generally tutoed into the remote lota, 
often upon the mountain? where the owner 
cannot see them daily. Dogs get the taste of 
mutton, and the flock is soon decimated or 
destroyed. This operates so strongly against 
the keeping of sheep, especially the more val- 
uable kinds, that the' business is given up al- 
together in many parts of the country. Whole 
districts once covered with flocks of fiue woolcd 
sheep are now stripped of this k ; nd of stock. 

In others it has become incidental to other 
branches of husbandry, and only a few mut- 
ton sheep arc kept for the home table nnd for 
the village butcher. But this state of things 
cannot last forever. Americans have too much 
good sense to allow curs and cur owners to 
rule the nation perpetually. 

With an increased home manufacture and a 
steadier price for wool, and suitable protection 
against dogs this might becomo one of the 
most flourishing branches of our husbandry. 

It has some advantages over the dairy. The 
production of butter and cheese involves a 
large amount of labor both in the house and 
in the field. There is the daily milking and 
driving of the caws back and forth to pasture, 
the daily making cf cords and churning of 
butter, and the trips to market two or three 
times a Week, during tbe summer. But with 
sheep, the whole crop of grass and hay is 
turned into a marketable article with very lit- 
tle labor. There is the annual washing and 
shearing for the wool, and the mutton and 
lambs may generally be sold alive in the field. 

We confess to a Weakness for sheep, aside 
frem our convictions of the economy of keep- 
ng them as a part of the farm stock. Wc 
loio to see them, to feed them, to handle them, 
and to see the unbounded delight of the chil- 
dren as they hail tho young lambs in the field 
aud in the fold. They are convenient pets and 
good educators of the little folks in humane 
and kindly sentiments, to say nothing of their 
influence in making farm life attractive. There 
is no more beautiful sight upon the farm than 
a luxuriant hill pasture in June, dotted with 
dicep and lambs just before the annual shear- 
ing. 

They flourish in all our northern country, and 
aro perhaps as little liable to disease as any 
of our domestic animals. Their wool forms 
the most suitable) articlo for winter clothing, 
and ought to enter far more largely into con- 
sumption than it does. Wo have largo faith 
woollen drawers, stockings, and under- 
shirts, os a protection egainst the sudden 
changes of our weather. Coughs, colds, con- 
sumption, and rheumatism, often arise from 
tho want of these undergarments. Cotton 
answers a good purpose in mild weather, but 
it is not the material for winter. This is 
much better known among laborers in the 
manufactories, and in the cities, than upon the 
farm. Yet the fanner at his wood chopping, 
teaming, and foddering, is quite as much ex- 
posed to the weather, and needs the protection 
of thick woollen under-clothes. 

Sheep are generally admitted to keep graz- 
ing land in better condition than any other 
stock. They are efficient helpers in keeping 
down brush, and will eradicate many kinds of 
weeds. Their appetite craves a axoater varie- 
ty of food than the horse or the cow, and even 
rivals that of the goat and the ass. If the 
brush is ouce cut, and the sheep have access to 
the tender shoots as they come up, they will 
keep them down. Grass will spring up around 
the brush stumps, and the feed will l»o greatly 
increased. In a bush pasture tbe land should 
have all the sheep it can carry, until the brush 
is fairly subdued. This should be the rule 
also in pastures troubled with weeds. It is 
quite possible to bring poor pastures into a 
highly productive state, with no other agency 
than sheep. The land must, of course, have 
some grass upon it to begin with, and judg- 
ment must l>e used in the cropping. It is of 
great advantage that their droppings are so 
small, and that they arc so evenly distributed 
over tho surface. Where the object is to im 
prove the grass, it should not bo fed closo. It 
will be better for the sheeps as well as for the 
land, to have an occasional change of pasture. 
Well fed and thriving sheep at all events, will 
gradually improve a pasture and bring it into 
great luxuriance without the aid of tillage. 

Too much can hardly bo said in favor of 
mutton as an article of food. It is whole 
some and palatable at all seasons, aud at the 
farm is more conveniently prepared for the 
table than any other meat, except poultry. It 
does not take a very large family to economi- 
cally dispose of a lamb, or fat wether, iu the 
fresh or corned state. 

Tho cost of producing mutton, even in the 
limited pastures of tho older States, we believe 
is less than that of any other meat, excepting 
poultry. Sheep will thrive in pastures where 
large animals would grow poor, and they can 
be kept at a distance from the house where it 
would be inconvenient to kesp cows or oxen.

The chief points concerning slavery in 
the report of the Secretary of War are cou- 
t lined in the following extracts from tho 
report: 

War, even between independent nations, 
made to subdue tho euemv, and all that belongs 
to that enemy, by occupying the hostile country, 
and exercising dominion over all the men and 
thing* within its territory. This being true in 
respoct to independent nations at war with oach 
other, it follows that rebels, who are laboring bv 
force cf arms to overthrow a government, j ustly 
bring upon themselves ail the coosequences of 
war, and provoke the detraction merited by the 
w jrat of crimes. That government would bs false 
to national trnst, and would jurlly excite th- 
ridicule cf the civilized world, .hit would abstain 
from the use of any efficient means to preserve 
its own existence, or to overcome a rebellious and 
traitorous enemy, by sparing or protecting the 
proporty of tboee who are waging war against it. 

The principal wealth and power of the robel 
S ates is a peculiar smeies of property, consist 
ing of the tervice or labor of African slaves, cr 
the descendants of Africans. This property has 
been variously estimated at the valuooffiom 
£700,000,000 to $1,000,000,000. 

Why should this property be exempt from the 
hazarus and consequences of a rebellious war? 
«** ** *** 

Tbo3e who meke war against th* government 
justly forfeit all rights of property, privilege, or 
security derived from the Constitution and Jaw* 
eg dust which they are in armed rebellion; and 
as the labor and service of their slaves constitute 
the chief property of the rebels, such property 
should share the common fate of war to which 
thev have devoted tho property of loyui citizaus 
+ * + * * + ** 

What to do with that species of property la a 
question that time ard ciicuoistance will solve, 
and need not bo anticipated further than to repeat 
that they cannot be held by the Government as 
elaves. It would be useltsTto keep them as pris- 
oners of war; and 6&lf preservation, the highest 
duty of a government, or of individuals, demand? 
that they should be disposed of or employed in tho 
most effective manner that will loml most speedily 
to suppress the insurrection and restore the au 
thoriiy of the Government. If it shall be found 
that ’the raoa who have been held by tb** 
rebels as slaves are capable cf bearing arms and 
performing efficient military service, it is the 
right, and may become the duty of the Govern 
ment to arm aud equip them, and employ their 
services against I he rebels, under proper military 
regulation, discipline, acd command. 

But, in whatever manner they may be U9ed by 
tho Governm nt, it ii plain that, once liberated 
by the rebellious act of their masters, they should 
never again be restored to bondage. 

The Secretary here contends, 1, That we 
should exercise all the rights of war to sup 
press the rebellion; 2, That the freeing and 
arming of the slaves of the rebels are accord 
ing to the rights of war; and, 3, That, cunse 
quently, the slaves of the rebels should bs freed, 
and, if deemed advisable, armed;— but at all 
events freed. Such is the war policy of the Ad 
ministration with respect to slavery, and such are 
the grounds of the policy. In conformity to this 
policy, a distinguished Senator, as our readers 
havo *oen from the despatches, introduced last 
Thursday into tho Senate of the nation a bill 
“for confiscating the property and giving free 
dom to the slaves of rebels.” The bill, as an 
nouncod by the telegraph, was ordered to be 
printed, and referred to the Judiciary Com 
mittce. If tho bill does not pass both Houses 
and receive the sanction of the President, the 
failure will be owing only to the seasonable 
and bold remonstrance of the loyal men of the 
South, backed by the conservative men of the 
North. The fate of the country now rests 
largely in the hands of these men. If they 
waver and are silent, all may be lost; if they 
arc firm and speak out in manly and timely 
protest all will bo well. Wo implore them in 
this appalling crisis of their country to prove 
true to tho dictates of a lofty and heroic 
patriotism. 

The argument by which the Secretary of 
War attempts to justify the policy he recom- 
mends is a stupendous fallacy. The argument 
is as fallacious as the conclusion is atrocious. 
The rights of war in a particular case depend up- 
on tho object of the war; and whatever act oj' hos- 
tility is not adapted to promote the object of the 
war is condemned by the hv.es of war. This is 
the doctrine laid down universally by the 
writers on public law. The doctrine is un- 
disputed and indisputable. Now what is the 
object of the present wax? Is it simply and 
purely to 6ubduc the rebel ? Or is it to sub- 
due the rebels aud re-establish tho government 
by bringing the rebels back to their allegiance? 
If even the former, as the policy of the Ad- 
ministration implies, tho freeing of tho slaves 
with or without arming them is condemned by 
the laws of war; for, laying out of view all 
considerations of humanity, the act of 
emancipation would 6crve to strengthen 
tho rebels and to weaken tho Government, 
by making the South more united and by di- 
viding the North. Tae act would retard in- 
stead of promoting the war, granting the ob- 
ject of the war to be the mere subjugation of 
the rebels. Oa the other hand, if, as wo af- 
firm and as tho Administration will not deny, 
the object of the war is to re-establish the govern- 
ment as well 06 to subdue tho rebels, the act is still 
more strongly condemned by the laws of war. 
because, apart from its intrinsic odiousnees, 
aid besides its tendency to redouble the diffi- 
culty of subduing the rebels, it would serve to 
put the revival or restoration of their allegi- 
ance beyond the palo of hop3. Thus, in either 
or any view of the case, tho policy of the Ad- 
ministration is adapted not to promote but to 
rotai d the object of the war; and, therefore, set- 
ting arido altogether the higher ground of hu- 
manity, it is condemned by the laws of war. 
The policy i9 not according to the rights of 
war, in the widest acceptation of such rights, 
but. is in plain violation of them. It is an il- 
legitimate and suicidal policy, regarded from 
even tho lowest point of view. R .-garded from 
the highest point of view, it is birbarous and 
disgraceful as weil as destructive. We say 
nothing hero of tho cool inconsistency with 
which tho Administration throws asido the 
Constitution, and claims the extremest rights 
of war and more than the ex'remest rights cf 
war, while refusing to recognize the rebels as 
a belligerent power, and leaving our loyal pris- 
oners to fester in rebel dungeons out of devo- 
tion to the miserable punctilio; but the country 
and the world will not fail to remark this fla- 
grant contradiction. It adds a new shado of 
enormity to the unwarrantable and inhuman 
policy which the Administration threatens if 
unchecked to carry out. 

There is but one mode within the reach of 
the people by which the Administration may 
be checked. That mode is a loyal but prompt 
and earnest protestation against this most inde- 
fensible and ruinous policy. We appeal to the 
conservative men of the nation to send up such 
a protestation to the President. Let it not be 
said of ns, that, at the very moment when tbe 
glorious ship of the Union was righting herself 



REPORT OF TllF. SE CRETARY OF THE 
NAVY. 

The following is ths anoual report cf the Sec- 
retary of the Navy: 

Sir: The report from this Depar'.mont under 
sto of 4th Ju y lest exhibited the condition of 
the Navy, the administrative iaea.-ures tak-n to 
augment its efficiency, and the general course of 
its cp rations up to tbe coramoacetnant of ths 
late special session of Congr«R*. The enlarged 
estimates of expsndhure for tha naval service 
then submitted contemplated, especially, three 
different liues of naval operations, up -n an ex 
tended scale, as demanded by tho situation of 
be country. These weie — 

1. The closing of ail the insirgont ports along 
coast line of nearly throo thousand inilvs, in the 

form and under tho exacting rcgulitions of t*n in 
temational blockade, including the naval occupa- 
tion and defence of tha Potomac rivtr, from its 
mouth to the Federal Capi'al, us tho botnduy 
line between Maryland and Virginia, ar.d aLo tho 
main commercial avenue to tha principal base of 
our military operations. 

2. The oiganiza im of combined naval and 
military ox^eJi i oirs to operate against various 
points of the Southern coast, rendering efficient 
naval co-operation with the pori'nn and move- 
ments of such expeditions when landed, and in 
cludiog abo all noedful naval aid to the armv In 
cutting off intercommunication wi.h the rebels 
and in it* operations oa the Mu^iarippi and its 
tributaries; aud 

3 The active pursuit of tho piratical cruisere 
which might escape the vigilanca of the blockad- 
ing force and put to sea from the rebel ports. 

Tho;e wtre duties which tin navy was • died 
upon at tbe same tiofo to prepare for an l perform, 
and they constituted a triple ta k more arduous, 
it is believed, in rome respects, than has before 
been demand >d from the maritime of any govern 
ment. 1 proceed to report britfly the efforts 
which havo been made for its at; rnpli diluent. 

r lh i limited number of ships and men at com 
mind when tho prods mi tion announcing tho 
blockade o* tho por-8 of the insurgent States was 
issued, and the in.vLq uato means pro . i led by the 
last Congress lor tha tinorgtDcy, devolved upon 
tbe department the necessity for c .llinr into ini 
mediate service not only all tha naval forces, but 
ssels from tha commercial marine. Purchases 
were accordingly nude and charters ha ti y exe 
cured for the exigency, and orders peremptorily 
issued to forthwith equip and prepare for service 
the public vessels that were dism »ntled and in or- 
dinary at the several yard*. Tho force tbU3 hai- 
tilv gathered was placed along our coast and di- 
vided into t *o squadrors, one of which, desig 
nated as the Atlantic Blockading squadron, had 
for i's field of operation the while coast, extend 
ing from the easternmost lino of Virginia to Cape 
Fi« rida, and was und r the command of Flai- 
OfficerS-lasH. Siringham. Tbe oiber, or Gulf 
squadron, operating from Cape Florida westward 
to the Rio Grande, was commanded by Flag-Offi- 
cer William Mervino.

THE POTOMAC FLOTILLA. 



It become necessary at an early period to place 
a II dillaou the lower Potomac. A variety of cir- 
cumstances combined to render this o.^e of the 
most embarrassing duties on the whole insurgent 
fron.ior, and it w s early foreseen by ihs Depart- 
ment that without the active cooperation cf the 
army i*t would l»a impossible to provent the navi- 
gation of tho river from being obstructed by bat- 
Urie3 on the Virginia side. For several months, 
ho?.'ever, the navy, without aid, sutcocded, more 
effectually than could have been expt cted, in ke p 
ing the river open for commercial purposes, and 
restricting, to a great ex on*, communication bi- 
tween the opposite shores. In the heroic dis- 
charge of this duty the first commander of the 
fl 'tilla lost hi* life; but '.he navy c.niinucd to 
capture every rebel vessel which showed itself on 
tho Potomac, and to give security and protection 
to the commerce of loyal cilizsns, until i hs cl >so 
of October, when the insurgents erected b.itterios 
at sundry pjinta on tha Virginia shore, thereby 
rendering pussago on tho river dangerous. 

THE S« v *UAI»RON9. 

The duty of guarding the coast and enforcing 
the bl ckaJe has bten one of great 1 ibor, &g well 
a* ceaatl* s vigilance aud responsibility. With 
the steadily iuertaring force that was added to 
the tquadren?, the efforts <f the insurgent* to 
elude <<ur ships were aleo increased in order to 
supply the pressing nccassitic-s that afflicted the 
whole of tho reb 1 States. The duties imposed 
upon tho tl ig-officdr* became correspondingly 
arduous, and even’ually more extensive in tho 
operation and detail than could be well executed 
by one commander. While tho subject of a divi- 
sion of the squadrons was under consideration, 
Flag-Officer Biringham, unaware of the fact, 
made a proposition to relinqu sh his command, 
which wus acceded to, and two equudrons were 
organized on the Atlantic corst. Captain Louis 
M. Gold-borough was appointed to guard tho 
•Shores of Virginia and Nortu Caro ina. and rused 
bis Hag ou the Minnesota on the 23J of Septem- 
ber. Tho residue of the southern Atlantic oast, 
commencing at tho line which separates tbe two 
Carolina* and extending to Cape Florida, was en- 
trusted to Captain Sam. tel F. Dupont, whose ffig 
was raised ou Iho Wabash on the 20. h October. 

Flag-Officer William Morvine wn3 rtliuved 
from the coir m u d of the Gulf squadron in Sep 
Umber by Captain William \V. McKean. The 
necessity of dividiug ihii fquadron, a3 well a* 
that on the Atlantic seabo irJ, iu order that the 
coast should bo more rigidly guarded, was felt; 
but the measure waa postponed uutil a larger 
force could bo sent arouud the peninsula. A vig- 
ilant watch has been maintained at the p:is3es of 
tbe MUsisiippi, by which the commerce of New 
Orleans has been successfully interdicted. 

Tho task of blockading th* c an is unattrac- 
tive and devoid of adventure. Those who havo 
engaged iu this rebellion have noitber commerce 
nor a navy to reward or stimulate to exertion. 

SIX KING VASS2L8. 

Oae method of blockading tt.e ports of tbe in- 
surgent State?, and iuterdicling communication 
as well a3 to prevent the egress of privateers 
which sought to depredate on our coraniejes, has 
be&u that of sinking in the channel* vessels lad«n 
with btone. Tho lirut movement in this direction 
was on tho North Carolina coast, where tboro are 
numerous inlets to Albemarle and Pamlico Sounds, 
and other interior waters, * Inch afforded fa- 
culties for eluding the blockade, and also to tho 
priv.. tiers. For this purpose a ciae* of small ves- 
sel* were purchased in Baltimore, some of which 
have been placed in Ocracoke inlst. 

Another and larger descrip ion of vessels were 
bough*, in the eastern market, most of them such 
as were formerly otnyloyod in the whale fisheries. 
These were cent to obstruct the channel* of 
j Charleston harlior and the Savannah river; aad 
this, if effectually done, will prove the most eco- 
nomical and satisfactory method of interdicting 
commerce at those pciota. 

VESSELS CAmTBFT*. 

Since the ins ituthn of tbe blockade one hun- 
dred and fifty- three vessels have bten captured 
railing ui.dsr various ti »gs, most if which were 
attempting to violate blockade. With few ex- 
ceptions, th *s* vossels wire in ruch condi: ion, 
when seized, a* to authorize thrir being sent at 
once to tbe courts for adjudication srd condemna- 
tion as prizes. Ap..ondod to this n port u a list 
of the vessels which have been captured. 

8K1ZOBF. OF SOUTHERN PORTS. 

A soiz ire of pome cf the important ports on the 
coait commanded tho early and earnest attention 
of this department. It was found that naval sta- 
lk n3 and barbers of refuge during the tempeelu 
ou i seasons would bs indispensable if hostilities 
were to be continued, and the station-: tbu* se- 
cured could also be made the points of offensive 
military op*rat ions. Shortly after the attention 
of the government wai drawn to this subject, a 
board was convened under the auspices of the 
Navy Department, consisting of Captain Samuel 
F. Dupont and Charles U. Divi?, of the navy; 
Major John G. Barnard, of tho army, aud Profes- 
sor Alexander Bache, cf the coast survey, to 
whom a thorough investigation of tho coast and 
harbors, their access and defences, w as committed. 
Several elaborate and valuable rtpirts of great 
interest, exhibiting in minu*e detail tha position, 
advantages and topographical peculiarities of al- 
most every eligible point on tne co : st, were the 
results of this important commission. 

In view of the data thua presented, two com- 
bined naval and military expeditions havo al- 
ready been organized ana piu in acion. Such co- 
operation and concert of action between tbe two 
arms of the public service were indisdensablf; 
for, though the navy alone might assail and 
capture batteries in some position?, it was not 
within its province or power to retain or garrioon 
thim. The operations on shore manifestly per- 
tained to tho army, and, on each occasion, as 
goon a* the military force* were ready for these 
expeditiona, the navy was fully prepared and 
eager for inmediite action. 

Af.or «oir»e delays an expedition to Ilatteras 
Inlet, on the coast if North Carolina, where 
piratical depredations had become extremely an- 
noying, was undertaken. Flag-Officer St’ricg- 
bain commanded in person the naval fore js on 
this occasion, and Major-General Butler had com- 
mand of tha small military detachment of about 

right hundred men which co operated with the 



S»ringbam of this achievement, with the letter 
cf approval and congralulatfonof this department. 
Tho midtary force was inadequate to follQw up 
this brilliant victory by securing a position upon 
tbe main huid, ar.d there propitiating and protect- 
ing tha loyal feeling wbfob had begun to develop 
itself in North Carolina. 

It was intended that the success at Hatteras 
should have bean followed in September by a more 
formidable expedition, and the seizure of a more 
important position further south. 0»ing to va- 
rious causes, independent of the Navy Department 
or the condition of the navy, this movement was 
unavoidably postponed until the *29th of October, 
when a ffaot of forty- eight sail, including trans- 
ports, a larger fquedren than ever before us cm- 
bled under our U*g, left Hampton Roads, "Captain 
Samuel F. Dupont, then recently appointed flag- 
officer, an officer of great skill and experience, 
and posse J*ing the eot ire confidence of the depart- 
ment. was selected to command this expedition, 
n addition to his general professional ability, ho 
had through careful study and investigation, as 
chairman of the board which hitd been ordered in 
uno. special qualification and thorough prepara- 
tion for tho highly important and responsible po- 
sition assigned to him. Informed of th* policy 
and views of the Government in regard to theex- 
di*i n, prompt, to *-x cute i*s wrihos, acd bav- 
ng made himself familiar with every oligiblo 
p*rt on tbo Southern Atlantic coast, ho, as com- 
mander of the expedition, was intrusted with tbe 
selection, within prescribed limit?, of the place 
where tbe first assault should be made. 

After encountering the severest storm that has 
visited the i >asl during th* present season, which 
partially cripflrsed the squadron, causing the 
wreck of several of tbo transports, and compelling 
even some cf tie smaller vessels of the navy to 
put b ck, tho fleet, by the merciful interposition 
of Providence, wa* preserved, and appeared before 
ptort Royal, one of the best though neglected 
harbors on our Southern coast, on the 5*.h of No- 
vember. So foon as the channel could be buoyed 
out, ard other preliminary measures accomplish 
©d, assaults were made on the well-built and 
thoroughly armed forts Beauregard and Walker. 
Consummate naval strategic skill ard tho most 
admirable gunnery wore exhibited in the attack, 
which waa of such tremendous offect that Ganeral 
Drayton and the rebel army surrendered their 
strongholds, fi d the coast with precipitation 
leaving thiir property, armament, and papers, 
while our naval forces took and still bold quiet 
>os‘«*?eion of one of tbe finest harbors on tbe At 
attic seaboard. I oppend Flag Officer Du pint’s 
repert of this bril iant achievement, and the let- 
tor of this Department congratulating him, his 
officers, and raon on their bravery, skill, and suc- 
cess. 

A demonstration rince ordered by Flag-Officer 
D jpont on Tybee Island, at tho mouth of the 
Savannah liver, resub ed in the capture of 
• hat island, and the strong Mirtellu tower and 
battery that virtually command Fort Pulaski. 
Our naval force* have possesion of that island 
part of Iho South American rquadron ia at anchor 
ii th* harbor, and the ffig of the Union i? still 
unfurled in Georgia. The despatch of Flag-Officer 
Dupont, communicating to the Navy Department 
an account of this transaction, and the additional 
fact that the rebel* themselves have, in anticipa 
lion of our action, placed obstructions in the river 
at l ort Pulaski, \* appended to the report. 

Without specifying in detail the numerous mer 
i tori > us achievements which have during the year 
done honor to tho naval service, I appsnd d,’ 
^patches of the coinnund :r?, communicating tbe 
brave and heroic conduct which ha* been display- 
ed by our naval officers, sailor*, end marine?, 
whose intrep : ilitv, courago, and loyalty were 
never more m irked than in this rebellion. 

THE MlSSISSlFri RIVER. 

A naval force, auxiliary to and connected with 
the army movements ou tbe Mississippi and its 
tributaries, ha* been organized, and is under the 
command of Flag-Officer Andrew II Foote, who 
is rendering efficient service in that quarter. 

The steamer* which have been built or pur- 
chased for this service by tbe War Department 
are cf a formidable rbarae'er, and manned by a 
class of superior seamen aud Western boatmen, 
who, in the preliminary skirmishes already, have 
done good service, and will, I am confident, ac 
quit themselves with credit in the future. Re 
ports are appended exhibiting some of the opera- 
tions of this command ns auxiliary to the mili- 
tary movements oa the Mississippi. 

PURSUIT OF PRIVATEERS. 

It was natural that apprehensions should pre- 
vail in regard to armed cruisers commissioned 
expressly by the rebel leader* to depredate upon 
our commerce. This robbery of merchants and 
others ongaged in peaceful aod lawful pursuits 
by piratical cruiser* ia not inconsistent with the 
general conduct of those who havo violated law 
aud moral obligations to gratify inordinate ambi 
tion. Our extended commerce’ ; roaented indue i- 
meats for piratical warfare, yet but few of our 
mi guiilid countrymen have prostituted them 
selves to the pulp ass of plunder, though thereto 
invia.d, and tne^e few have been in constant 
flight to escape tho avenging power of our vigi- 
lant navel fore*?. Such of the o cruisers *8 
idud-id the blockade and capture were soon 
wrecked, beached, or sunk, wi n the exception of 
one, the steamer Sumpter, which, by some fa- 
tality, was per ml. ted io pass tbe Brooklyn, then 
blockading one of the passes of the Mississippi, 
acd, after a brief and feeble chase of the lattor, 
was allowed to proceed ou her piratical voyage 
An investigation of this whole occurrence w*s 
ordered by the department. Soon the Niagara 
and the Powhattan, from tho Gulf <quadre-n 
folfotsedin vigorous pursuit — the latter, though 
long in c uncr.iaoioD, and with defective boiler* 
ar.d machinery, under her energetic commander, 
tracking the piratical craft as far as Maranbam. 
The Keystone State, Richmond, IroquoK and 
San Jucinto were al o in search of her at different 
points and periods. Ahhougb a piratical rover, 
wiihout licenso from any recognized cr acknowl- 
edged government, and avowedly engaged in the 
robbery and plunder cf our citizens, Iregret to 
say th.s vessel has boen received, acd her wants 
supplied, ag&iast tho remonstrance of. our consuls, 
by public authorities, in many foreign ports 
w htre her charac er was well known. 

REBEL EMISSARIES. 

Captain Charles VViikes, in command of the 
San Jacinto, while tearching in the West Indies 
fur the Sumpter, received information that James 
M. Maton and John Slidell, di -loyal citizens and 
leading conspirator?, were wi ll their mite to 
embark from Havana in the English steamer 
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When the vessels now building an d purchased 
of every cla*?, are armed, equipped, und ready 
for service, the condition of tho navy will be as 
follow?:

>artment, on the favorable report of tbe board, 
ns contracted for the construction of three iron- 
clad ?hms of different models, tho aggregate cost 
of whicn will be within tbe limits of the appro- 
priation. The difficulty of combining the two 
q lalities of light draught and iroiMirnKr, both of 
which are wanted for sarvice on our coast, could 
not be entirely ovei come; but the board, in tbu 
new’ branch of naval architecture, has, 1 think, 
displayed great practical wndom, and I refer to 
their very full and able report, which is append- 
ed, for a more explicit ard detailed exhibit of 
their inquiries and conclusions. 

STEVENS ’S BATTERY. 

In pursuance of th* joint reredutlon of Congress 
approved June 24, 18GI, authorizing tbe Secre- 
tary of the Navv to appoint a board to examine 
the iron steam battery now building at Hoboken, 
Now Jersey, and ascertain whit will be the cost 
of completing the same, how soon it can be com- 
pleted, and the expediency thereof, I appointed 
Commodore Silas 11. Stringhum, and YVilliam 
Igpnan, Captain T. A. D min, Cbiof Engineer A. 
C. Stimors, and Joseph Henry, Eeq , Secretary 
of the Smithsonian lustiiution, a c unmisrion, 
acd directed them to aasemblo on the 1st of No- 
vember to prosecute I ne examination. The de- 
partment has information that the board conven- 
ed, but has yst received no report of its proceed- 
ings. 

INCREASING THE EFFICIENCY OF THE NAVY. 

The efficiency of tbe Navy may unquestionably 
bo 1 irgoly increased by creating more grade*, 
and 1 would recommend that the permanent or- 
ganizilion of the line officers be as follow?:

Making a total of 264 vessel*, 2 55'gun?, and 
218 016 tons. The aggregate number of ssamen 
in the service on the 4 b of Mirch ls*t was 7,600. 
The number is now not leas than 22,000. 

CONSTRUCTION OF NEW VESSELS. 

Most of the public armed vessels being of such 
size anil draught i f wafor that they could render 
only imperfect blockading service, itnmedi ite 
measures were taken by ihe Department to carrv 
into effect tbo policy of the Government, in ad- 
vance of the f pii lal session of Congress, by con- 
tracting for ihe construction of twenty- three 
steamers, which should be of light draught, but 
heavy armament. Congress, at the regular ses- 
sion, had authorized the building of r.oven 
screw eteamors, and as tboro were four yards, in 
each of which two might be built, the Depart- 
ment, in the existing emergency, und in antici- 
pation of the ac ion of Congress when it should 
convene, directed tho construction of ei ht, divi- 
ding thorn ioto two classes cf about one thousand 
and foureean hundred tons, respectively. At tbe 
special session, Congress not only smetioned the 
nation of the Depariment in ih* construction of 
thes* thirty- m sioamer?, but it authoriz*d the 
further construction of twelve f ide wbael steam- 
ers of light draught, and of six of larger capaci- 
ty, to b* modelled and built specially for ppeed. 
Many of tbo.*o first ordered are already in com- 
mission, and the others sre in rapid progress to- 
wards completion. If, with tbae above enumer- 
ated, we include three i; on-clad, or armor steam- 
ers, which are being built from the money appro- 
priated for that purpose at the special session, 
there will bo under the?o several arrnngem°nis 
an addition, when they are completed, cf fifty- 
two new steamers, peculiarly adapted to tho re- 
quired bUckade or coast guard duty, added to the 
navy. No sailing vessel* havo been ordered to 
be built, for steam, a* well as heavv ordnance Ins 
becomo an icdisponsable element of tho mo?t effi- 
cient naval power. 

Purchase ok vessels. 

The public vessels and the public yards, in tlioir 
capacity of const ruction and rep ir, were, how 
evir, totally inadopiate to the demand i that are 
now pressing on this branch of the Government, 
and too Department was compoll.il to resort to 
tbe commercial marine to make good tho defi- 
ciency. Ves.-els of every class and description 
were promptly tendered by silhr3 and their 
agent?, who, io many instances, became dissatis- 
fied when their iff .rs wero not r.csepted. 

This new n< coeaity of the Government, involv- 
ing a large expenditure), and the parch ?e of 
suitable vessel - , imposed an important responsi- 
bility; and tho ta?k of nuking suitable arrange 
ments to injure the prompt and sv somatic pur 
chase, on th* best and most reasonable term-, f. r 
the Government, of a large number of vessels 
mo*t suitable for its use, was attended by peculiar 
difficulties, nnd received mature conederation. 
Tbe purchase might be made direcriy by the De- 
partment, or by b wards of < flicars under its con- 
trol at the principal p^rts where th* vasael? wore 
to be bought, and especially al the great c:ntr<ri 
noint of supply for such a demand, the port of 
New York. 

But to both these methods of procedure the 
briefest trial disclosed serious objections. It was 
manifest from tho first ihit. iho Department, 
chvrgcd suddenly with tho organization and super- 
intendence of now and urduous naval ( psrat tons 
on a la'ge scale, inaddi'ion to its current business, 
could not possibly itself devote to tho numer- 
ous details of each rise of purchase the time and 
attention needful fully to pro’ec the interests of 
ihe Government. It was equally clear that boards 
of officer*, acting in a mere mere intile cipacitv, 
new to them, ar.d for which they had neither been 
practically trained nor professionally commission- 
ed, would be subjected to great embarras ramt 
and disadvantage in their deriirgi with sellers cf 
ships and professional ship brokers, in a market 
suddenly pressed by a heavy acd peremptory de 
m&nd. 'Yet the Department could rely and It did

The lieutenant commanders, a grade used du- 
ring tbe revolution, may bo employed as first 
lieutenant*, and in the command of the nniller 
class of naval vassals. 

The present rate of pay may be so apportioned 
among the different grade* that in tho aggregate 
there shall be no increase. Let no officer be ad- 
vanced to any grade above that of pasnd mid- 
shipman except upon nomination of the President 
and confirmation by the Senate, after a board of 
rffi.'era shall baveprununccd him morally, physi- 
cally, and profopsior.ally competent to perform all 
hi* duties, both ashore and afloat.. 

The public eorvica would also b* promoted were 
some limit of age fixed by law for active service. 

I would, theref. r», respectfully suggest that line 
officers bo retired after having been forty five 
year* in Ihe navy, excepting when c riled into 
active service by special appointment from the 
PrerMcnt. A genoroui pecuniary provision 
shmld be made for those who are retired aftor 
long and faithful service. 

To satisfy the immed-ate demand* of the public 
*er\ice, I recommend ihit a grade to be designa- 
ted flag officer be established, and that Iho Pres- 
ident, by selection from the present li t of cap- 
tain? and commander?, sppoiot a number not ex- 
ceeding seven, who shall each have command, ir- 
respac'ive of seniority or rank, of the squadron to 
which bo may he assigned, and the appointment 
shall ceaso when the officer hauls down his fl»g, 
unless for distinguished and meritorious conduct 
in battle, as dig officer, he receives, upon recom- 
mendation of the President, the thank* of Con- 
gress. 

RETIRING HOARDS. 

Under the provisions of an act authorizing a 
naval retiring board entitled “An act providing 
for the better org»nizition of the military estab- 
lishment,” approved August 3, 1861, a board has 
been assembled, and h comp <sed of Commodore 
Georga W. 5torer, Preaidon*; Commodore Charles 

II Bell. Captain D G. Farragut. Burgeons Cb?s. 
Chase and L B. Hunter, member.-; and Philip 
Hamilton. Esq . judge advocate. Th- l>>aid con- 
vened at Brooklyn on the 18 h of October la3t, 
and i* still or .’securing its duties. 

A liko botrd assembled at tbe same place on 
the G.h of November, under authorization b}* the 
same law, Lr retiring axffi marine offi.-ers «*u 
have become incapable of performing the duties 
of their otice. This board is composod of Col. 
John liarrii, command tot of tho c >rps, preridont; 
Bre\ el Major Z dlin, Major William B. Slack, 
Surgeon Solomon Sharp, and Charles D. Max- 
well, members; and P. T. Woodbury, Eeq., judge 
advocate. 

Availing ‘bcnnelve* of the provisions of the 
cct referred to, several ifficera of tho navy and of 
the marine iorp* have, up >n their own applica- 
tion, been p'.&cxl on the list of retired officer* 
aftor having been forty years in the service of 
the United States. 



itself of the opportunity to educate, for a* period 
at least, double the maibar low authorized by 
law. 

EMPLOYMENT OK FUGITIVES. 

In tho coastwise and blockading duties of Ihe 
navy it ha* been not unfrequont that fugitives 
from insurref i jnary places have sought our ships 
for refuge ar.d protection, and our naval com- 
manders hive applied to me for instruction as to 
tho proper difjnaition which should be made of 
such refugee*. Mv answer has baen that, if in- 
surgents, they should bo banded over to tbe cus- 
tody of tho Government; but if. on the contrary, 
they were free from any voluntary participa i >n 
in the rebellion and sought the shelter acd pro- 
tection of our tlag, then thev bhould be cared f r 
and oinpluvid in some useful manner and might 
be enlisted to serve on our public vessel* or in our 
Navy Yard?, receiving wages fo r their labor. !f 
such employment could not be furnished to all by 
the navy , they might be referred to the army, and if 
no employment could be found for them in the pub- 
lic service thy should be allowed to proceed freely 
and peaceably without restraint to seek a livelihood 
in any loyal portion of the country. Tbis I have 
considered to be the whole required duty, in the 
premises, of our naval officer*. 

NAVAL DEPOT ON Till! LAKES 

I have been desired to invite attention to the 
fact that there is no naval depot on the lake 
notwithstanding the vast amount of tonnage on 
that, frontier, and to stato that if there were one 
and tho ability to arm the merchant marine, our 
right* on the lakes would be made secure. 

CAPTURE OF SLAVER. 

There has been hut one vessel reizeil by the 
African re|U*dron for being engaged ia the slave 
tradn since those mentioned in the last report of 
this department, tho American brig Triton, by 
the Uoitel State* ship Constellation, in the 
Congo rive-, on the 20th cf May la t She ar 
rived at Now York on the 10th of July, in 
charge of Midshipman G. A. Bore her t, and was 
turned over to the United State* Maishal. 



Trent, on their way to Europe to promote the rely with the fullest confidence, upon tho profo?- 
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caure of the insurgents. Cruising in the Bahama 
Channel he intercepted the Trent on tho 8:h of 
November, and tot k from her these dangerous 
mon, whom he brought to the United States. His 
v.i&sel hiving baen ordered to refit for service »t 
Charlestown, the prisoners were retained on board 
aLd conveyed to Fort Warren, where theyewere 
c u omit ted to the cu3tody of Colonel Dimmick, in 
command of that fortress. 

I he prompt and decisive action of Captain 
\\ ilkes on this occasion merited and received the 
emphatic approval of the department, and if a 
too gonorous forbearance was exhibited by him 
in not capturing the vessel which had these rebtl 
emissaries on board, it may, ia view of the special 
circumstances and of its patriotic mo ive?. be ex- 
cused; but it must by no means be f>ermitted to con 



sional judgment ard ability of its ordnance < fii- 
cera, naval constructor*, and engineer?, all acting 
under the responsibility of their commissions, to 
investigate and determine the whole quest ion of 
the adaptation in all raspec's of each ship offered, 
and of its capacity to be by alteration fully adapt- 
ed to perform the particular service required by 
the Government. This woik, with tha corres- 
ponding authority of selection and rejection of 
all vessels, was therefore exclusively com nil ted 
to boanh consisting each of aa experienced naval 
constructor and ongineer anil an ordnance officer, 
convened anil Rationed for the purpose at New 
York, and tbe other principal cities Tho more 
mercantile part of businev — tho making of the 
beat bargains possible for the government in each

THE NAVAL FORCE AND ITS INCREASE. 

This brief review of Ihe principal operations of 
the navy, under tho new and extraordinary de- 
mand* that wero made upon its efficiency, natu- 
rally introduces an exposition of the meakures 
adopted in cocf trinity with the legislative policy 
ofCongreisto increase its available force. The 
measures which were adapted by the department 
in advance of tho spocial session in July, for aug- 
menting the navy, and the recommend irions and 
suggestions which I had the honor at that time to 
submit, received the sanction and approval of 
Congre s. Immediate acri >u had been rendered 
neceasary in consequence of event* that had been 
precipitated upon the country, and for which no 
legislative provision bad been mado. Only a fee- 
ble force of men and voxels, scarcely sulli :ient for 
ordinary police operations, wa? at that time avail- 
able on the Atlantic coast. In order that the 
condition of the navy < n the 4th of March may 
be rightly understood, it will bs well to s ato the 
position and character of each cf the vessel a at 
that date. The home Fquadron consisted of twelve 
vessels, and of those only four wero in northern 
ports ard available for service, viz:

whole time and energies with untiring fidelity to 
the service of tbe department and the country. 

By the system thus adopted the very best ves- 
sels in thelcommercial marine have been secured 
for the naval service at moderato rate?, and to the 
great advantage of the Government. The course 
pursued in these purchases ha* extemporized a 
navy at les* cost to tho Government, it is be- 
lieved, than that required for the construction ot 
the same or equally serviceable vessel?; and a 
question which, at the commence ment, wa? one of 
embarra?sment and difficulty, bas been disposed 
of, and ia no particular has the country been bet- 
ter served. 

Subjoined is a statement from the purchasing 
agent at New York, with a schedule giving the 
name, tonnage, price demai ded, and cost actu'-liy 
paid of every vessel that has been bought by him, 
and also of all added to the navysinc* tbe change 
of admioistra ion in March last. There is abun- 
dant reason to congratulate our<elvc6 tbit, on 
such a demand, in such a crisis, wo were enabled 
to raske so speedy and so large an acquisition to 
the naval servici, and on terms so economical to 
the Government. 

The expenditure in fitting for sea service the 
vessels at the different navy yard*, and repairing 
and equipping ibo3e returuirg from our foreign 
squadrons, has been large. Eleven thousand me- 
chanic* and laborers have betn in the daily em- 
ploy of I he Government at the different navy yards 
in building and preparing vessel*, and equipping 
acd arming them for sorvict; but this large force 
ha* been unable to despatch the work with the 
rapidity demanded, and the Department has been 
compelled in consequence to resort to private ship- 
yards and cuUiie labor. 

ARMORRD SHIPS. 

To carry into effect the provisions of the act 
approved August 3, 1861, providing for the con- 
struction of one or more armored ships and float- 
ing batteries, 1 appointed Commodore? Joseph 
Smith and Hiram Paulding and Captain Charles 
H. Davis, skilful and experienced naval officers, 
to investigate the plans and specifications that 
might be submitted. The subject of iron armature 
for hhipa is one of great general interest, not only 
to the navy and country, but is engaging the at- 
tention of the maritime powers of the world. Un-

ACTING AITOISTMENTS. 

In my report at the commencement of the spe 
cial session, I made ineniion of the fact that the 
appointment t f acting lieutenants had been con 
for red on certain gentle men who had retired from 
tho navy in peacoful limes, but who, whon tbo 
fiig was assailed, promptly tendered their service* 
in it* deforce. It was not within the power of 
the department to restore theso gentlemen to the 
line of promotion, but they were placid in the 
position o', and assigned to duty aa, acting lieu 
tenant?, wh*re they hive rondtred good service, 
and proved themselve* worthy of their profession 
whenev- r they h ve had an opportunity, cither al 
Hatteras, Port R»ya>, tbe Gulf, or elsewhere. 
There are fifteen of these formerly naval (fficers 
who have received the appointment of acting 
lieutenants. The question of full res oratian to 
tboie gdllmt officers, whose names aro untar- 
nished, and who have acquitted*! homselvos with 
honor to I heir profession, is one of interest to 
tb«ra. elves and the country. 

In pursuance of the policy indicated by Con- 
gress at t he extra session, there have boon ap- 
pointed from the commerci il marine twenty- rive 
acting volunteer Juutenant*. Great care h»s 
l-e**n exerciaed in tho stEction of the e officer?, 
who, beside their general reputarion for nauricul 
!*kill ( havo undergone an examination a3 to their 
fitness and qualifications by a board constituted 
for that purpose. 

There hive a’so boon appointed fir active ser- 
vice in the navy, in iependent of officer* of the 
lin**, fonr hundred and thirty- thr«e acting master?, 
ar d two hundred and nine masters’ mates. All 
of these masters hive hid sea experience, anl 
nearly every one ha? been a successful navigator 
and commander iu tbe merchant service. It was 
soon found necesary also to req lire that mas'ers’ 
mates sh' uld have previous sea experience to 
qualify thorn for a[p)intment. In order to pre- 
pare the different clasres of cfficers introduced 
from the mercantile mirine for duty in the naval 
service, school* for gunnery and proper training 
were established at the navy vard«, where the ap- 
pointees have been drill xl and disciplined for navy 
duty. The officers thus selected aro, with scarce 
ly an exception, highly meritorious and would be 
a credit to any service. Composod as tbov aro cf 
the best material in the best commercial marine 
on the globe, the spirit ard z^al with which they 
surrender their more paacoful pursuits for the se- 
vere* and rigid di c p ine of the navy, does honor 
to their «• mntry and themselves. 

Tho assistant paymasters authorized to he ap- 
pointed by the act of July list have been select- 
ed, but tbe increase of thirty-rix was insufficient 
for the service with tho largo addition of vessels 
and crews that have been ordered. I have there 
fore been compelled to make further appoiotmonts 
of acting asfritant paymaster*, of wbi in there are 
now six'y-ono on dut^\ The appointments are 
temp rary, for the cruLse or Hie war, ar.d made 
when there are no unemployed paymaster* or as- 
sistant paymasters of the regular corps who can 
be detai eil for the duty required. 

Acting appointments of engineers eni assistant 
eogineers und of assistant surgeons havo neces- 
sarily been made, in uddi i>n to the regular corps, 
to meet the new and extraordinary demands of 
the service. There has he n an aggregate of nine 
hund'id anil ninety-three acting appjintnionta 
for temporary servico made by the department 
since tbe present d fliculties coimmnc'ii That 
there may in some instances havo been improper 
selections in c msequeme of improper recom- 
mei 1 1 it ion* is not improbable, but such are ex 
ceptional ca?e 7 . In some instances mon possess 
ing high and excellent traits in other respect* 
have been four.il addicrid to intemperance. 1 bis 
is a di qualification In any officer, and wherever 
tbi? i habit has been delected, there ha* been no 
habitation in revoking at once the appointment. 
marine cortrs. 

The report of tbo eommandunt of the marine 
corps is herewith transmitted. Under the provi- 
sions of the act of March 3, 18411, with vour ap- 
proval, orders were given in April acd May to 
enlist 1,152 additional non-commissioned iffice.s 
and privates to meet the requirement* cf the sei- 
vice. A large number of able bodied men of a 
superior class wore very readily obtaioei, and the 
iocreastd demand for guards for vossels has ren 
dared necessary an additional increase of five 
hundred privates, with the necessary non com- 
missioned officers, which number you have re cent lv 
authorized to be enlisted. A general return of 
the corps for October accompanies the report of 
the commandant, and shows the ac ual strength 
of the corps, ashore and afl>at, to have been at 
that time two thousand nine hundred and sixty- 
four. 

In July last, a battalion of twelve officer* and 
three hundred and thirty-six men, under Major 
J. G. Reynold?, was detailed for duty with the 
armycf the Potomac, under Gsnoral’ Me Dowell 
They were in the engagoinant at Bull Run. and 
Major Reynolds’s report thereof will be found 
herewith. A similar battalion of ninoteen offi- 
cers and three hundred and thirty men, under 
the same officer, wa? despatched with the expe- 
dition to Port Royal. 

NAVAL SCHOOL. 

Temporary accommod itionsfi r the na^al school 
have boen provided, and tbe officers and students 
made comfortable at Newport, where the institu- 
tion was locate'! upon its removal from Annapo- 
lis, until Congress shall take some order on the 
subject of its future permanent location. Much 
of the public properly appertaining to the school 
was hastily removed, but many conveniences and 
much that is essential were left at Annapolis, 
where* they sti.l remain in charge of a person to 
whose custody they wero committed. No legi*- 
lation was consummat'd at the extra session to- 
ward tiling up the school to ita full complement 
in consequence of disagreement between tho two 
houses a* to the meth(d of appointment, although 
each branch expressed an opinion that the difi- 
ciency ought to be suppliod. 

I would respectfully renew the recommenda- 
tions and 8Ugguslions m.-.rio in mv former report, 
not only that the deficiency should be supplied, 
but that for a period, at lea st, the number should 
b* largely increased. In regard to the soloction 
of students when representatives neglect or re- 
fuse to make the nominations, or when a district 
emits to elect a representative, it is suggested 
that the President or tho Secretary of tho Navy 
be^ authorized to parform that duty. 

Ihe institution is ono of too great national im- 
portance to bo neglected. It ij tbtre that the 
youth are to be educated who in the future must 
maintain ard elevate the character of the navy. 

1 have deemed it important that the accomplished 
superintendent, whose fidelity to his tru*t was 
exhibited under trying circumstance?, should be 
continued in the position he has filled so accepta- 
bly until the school shall be again permanently 
established. Bnt, even under the disadvantage 
of a temporary location, the country should avail 



THE RURKAU3. 

The reports of the chiff* of the respective bu- 
reau? attached to thi3 Department present the 
condition of affairs coming under their cognizacco 
in detail, 'lh dr labors ai.il responsibilities havo 
been greatly increased by the events that have 
occurred during the present year, but their duties 
have boen discharged with ability and fidelity to 
the Government, ard that, too. in many re?pscts, 
under p*culi »r disadvantage?. 

The Navy Yards at. Norfolk and Pensacola be 
ing in the bands of the insurgent*, the Chief of 
tho Bureau of Yards and Dock* has not had them 
under bis supervision but for a small portion of 
the year. Ilis labor*, however, have not been 
diminished or less arduous in consequence. 

At no period since its establishment has tbe 
Bureau of Construction had so great an amount 
of labor devolved upon it a* during the current 
year. Not ooly tbe dosign aod construction of 
tho largo number of vessels ordered to l»3 bull*, 
but the repair and equipment, of all that have 
b«en put in commission, with oth*r attending 
Juries, have come under the cognizance of tho 
chief of that bureau aud received hi* unremitting 
attention. 

The emergency bis put in requisition the ener- 
gy and talent attache 1 to the O.dnanco Bureau, 
which, under many embarrassments, bas met the 
mand upon it, and if, at the commencement of 
our difficulties, the wants of the Government 
could not in all instances be supplied with the 
riflid cannon and Dahlgrcn heavy ordnance, that 
branch of tho service i* now furnishing gun* and 
munitions with a rapidity and of a description 
unsurpassed in any service. The occasion is such 
a* to stimulate into greater activity the inven- 
tive faculties and powers of tbe diVinguislu d 
commandant of the Washington yard, whoso ser- 
vice? are as valuuldo to the country and entitled 
to as high regard as those of tbo most siicces ful 
flag-officer who command* a fquadron. For more 
specific details I would rif.r you to the report cf 
the Ordnance bureau. 

Most of the contrec’s in the Baresu of Provis- 
ions ard Clothing wrre mado on the basis of a 
force not exceeding 8,500 men in actual service, 
but the greatly increased numbers and ihe en- 
hanced price i of many articles have been attondcil 
with serious consequences to tbo contractors, 
some of whom ha\ o been unable to fulfil their en- 
gagements. I am happy to say, however, that 
tho vigilant chief of that Burewu bas permitted 
none of our rqnadrons to be deficient in conse- 
quence of those failures. 

Tbo affairs of tbe Bureau of Medicine ard Sur- 
gery have been further systematized acd im- 
proved under the judicious in anagoment of its 
intelligent chief. Like every other branch of 
the service, the medical staff ha* been largely 
increased, not only in the regular corp3, but by 
acting appointments. 

The action of the several bureaus has been em- 
inently satisfactory under the circonntar.ces cf 
the period. That the organization of tho D part- 
inent might be modified, and an improved distri- 
bution and classification of tho duties that legiti- 
mately belong to it be made, I have no doubri 
Some of these havo beon heretofore suggested by 
my predecos or?, ar.d are referred to by mo at 
tbis time with deforenco, but with a sir cere con- 
viction that more systematic efficiency might 
thereby be produced. 

ESTIMATES AND APPROPRIATIONS. 

The amount appropriated at tho last rogohr 
sessipn cf Congress for the naval service for ihe 
current year w'hs $(13 168 675 86. To t hi* was 
added at the special session ia July last .-jSO, 116,- 
875 1*1 — making for the fiscal year ending Juno 
30, 1862, an aggretrate of $43,615,551 77. This 
sum will not be .'-ufficient, however, for tbe par- 
p.«e, and, therefore, additional appre priaiions 
will bo necessary. There will bo required to pay 
for vessel* purchased, and for necessary altera- 
tions incurred in fitting them for naval purpose*, 
tho ?u u of $2,530,000; for the purchase of addi 
tional veasolx, $2,000,000; ar.d for the construc- 
tion and completion of twenty iron-clad vessel?, 
$12,000,000 — miking a total of $16,530,000 
Th.s sum is independent of the estimates sub 
mitted for the next fiscal year, aad bsiug re- 
quired for current expenses as well as o' jtcls of 
immediate importance, it is desirable sheuli re- 
ceive early attontion from Congress.

An Arrival from Nashville —Mr. A. B. 
Barker, the well known railroad agent, arrived 
t ova Nashville, Toon., last evening, having loft 
that place on Saturday, the 23J met. He made 
bis way to this city with much difficulty, as he 
was known to be a Union man, and was unable to 
obtain a pass from the rebel authorities. Mr. 
Barker has reeided in Nashville during tfco past 
two years, and, as ho was immediately connected 
with Ihe Louisville and Nashvills Railroad up to 
t*ie timo of his d pirture, enjoyed fine opportuni- 
ties for observing the movements of the army in 
that quarter. 

It will be roinemlered that Gov. Harris, cf 
Tonnesjee, made a requisition a few months’ ago 
for thirty thousand men and additional arms. 
The call met with no response whatever, and the 
authorities were compelled to resort to a draft in 
o;der to fill the requisition. The work of draft- 
ing commenced in Nashville the day of his de- 
parture. 

He estimates the number of rebel troops be- 
tween Nashville and Bowling (jrean at twenty- 
eight thousand. He assuros us that they are 
miserably fed and badly clothed, and that there 
is a great deficiency in the matter of arms. 
Many of them, too, aro ill. and he thinks 
there are fully three thousand five hun- 
dred sick soldiers in Nashvile alone. 

No attention ii given to the payment of the 
troops, and the soldiers have been so accustoms! 
to that sort of neglect, that they do not expect 
to receive remuneration for their services, being 
but too glad if they can obtain sufficient subsist- 
ence to keep their s>uls and bodies together. Al- 
luding to the cose of Harry Duvall, of this city, 
in this ssme connection, he says that Ilarry ai- 
rived from Richmond a few days ago with sixteen 
dollars in bis pocket, the remainder of seven hun- 
dred dollars which be carrinl with him from this 
city to the Confederacy. Harry has no command 
now and no emplo} ment. 

Mr. Barker was familiar with many of the boys 
who left this city and joined the rebel army, and 
relates seme amusing episodes in their histories 
down there. He says that Blanton Duncan h?s 
fallen into disgrace even there, having given up 
the pursuit after military fame and adopted gam- 
bling as a profession. 

Q*We learn from the Frankfoit Yeoman that, 
at a caucus of the Union members of the Legisla- 
ture held on Wednesday' evening last, Wm. E. 
Hughes, Erq., the junior proprietor of the Louis- 
ville Democrat, was choaen as l ho nominee for 
State Printer. This fa a substantial compliment, 
which was due to the distinguished services »td 
eminent patriotism of the able journal with which 
th 3 recipient is connected, and but a eimplo act of 
justice to Mr. Hughes individually. 

CJ* Gonoral Anderson’s Body Guard, constiting 
of one hundred and ten men, under command of 
Captain Colmar, ordered to report to General 
Buell, at Louisville, arrived at Cincinnati on 
Thursday Dight. This c.ropacy is from Camp

Wash ijto ton, Dec. 6. 

Tho last despatches of Secretary Seward to Mr. 
Adams aro dated November 11. Aa ehowiog the 
diplomatic relations of England acd ths United 
States at that time, we copy If; 

1 he cise in regard to the pirate) engaged by 
the insurgents in this country practically stands 
thus; Every moral Power and every commercial 
Power except one practically excludes them from 
their ports, except when in distress, or for any 
visit of any kind longer lhan twenty-four hours 
and from c?ah except fjr twenty- four bonre 
consumption, Great Britain, as we are given to 
understand by the answer of Earl Russell, al- 
lows those pirates to visit her ports and stay at 
their own pleasure, receiving supplies without 
restriction. 

We And it difficult to believe that tbe Gov. _ 
tnent of Great Britain has constituted this excep 
Don after full deliberation. I intimated in a pre- 
ceding despatch a hope that the subject might be 
reconsidered before it should be necessary for ua 
lo consider what remedies we can adopt to pre- 
vent the evils which must result to our commerce 
from the policy thus indicated by Great Britain 
I bave consulted on the subject with Lord Lyons, 
and he may perhaps communicate with his gov- 
ernment thereupon. In the meantime I am di- 
rected by the President to instruct you to recall 
tho attention of her M»jestj s Government to the 
question, under the influences of a spirit of peace 
and friendship and with a desire to preserve what 
remains cf a commerce mutually important to 
both countries. 

A rather sharp correspondence has taken place 
between Minister Piko atd the Government cf the 
Hague, touching the reception of the Sumpter at 
Curacoa, w hich resulted in an order forbiddirg 
either Jeff Davis's vessels or ours to stay mr re 
than twenty-four hour* in the Dutch port?. To 
this our Government expressed a qualihed grati 
lication as being the best argument prcc icable.

Laouaroe, Ky., Dec. 3, 1861. 
Gentlemen: The loyal and sensible people of 
Oldham (and no doubt of the whole State and 
country) are rejoiced to eee in this morning s 
Journal a reiteration of the sentiments expressed 
in your editorial of the 22d ultimo, denunciatory 
of the reprehensible views of Secretary Cameron 
upon tho arming, &c , of our slaves to fight for 
freedom and liberty. 

The abolitionists contend that slave property 
ought to be treated as other property, and at the 
same time they go in for freeing the slaves and 
confiscating other property. Can’t they see the 
absurdity and unjuUness of their position? My 
advice to them is, first make freemen of the ne- 
groes in their locality— put them upon the same 
social and political position as the whites (that is 
my idea of freedom) before they take it upon 
thomstlves to free. &c., our slaves. 

It is my candid belief, unless the abolitionists 
stop promulgating the doctrine that the caufe of 
this war is slavery, and that the only way to put 
a stop, &c., to it is to set the negroes free, we 
will have war forever. It is strange to see a cer- 
tain class (abolitionists) so much distressed about 
the condition of our slaver, and at the same time 
they have done and are still doing all in their 
p>wer in overrunning and destroying another 
race— tbe poor Indian. 1 think it is about time 
for the Administration to do something to put 
down abolitionism as well as secession. They are 
twin devils. To attempt to crush one and let 
the othor go ahead in its mad career is strange to 
me. Oldham agrees with you in letting Came- 
ron follow Fremont, and she also wishes all such 
as have Comsron’s sentiments to go the same 
roa,, ‘ OLD KENTUCK. 



How Cameron Report was Modified 
bt the President.— It is said that the modi- 
fication made by tho President commenced at 
the words — 

It ha3 become a grave question for determina- 
tion what shall be done with Ihe slaves. 

All after that was erased, and the subjoined 
passage substituted; 

It is already a grave question what shall be 
do^e by the slaves who are abaulontd by their 
owners on the advance of our troops into Southern 
territory, as at Beaufort District in South Caro- 
lina. The number left within our control at that 
point is very comutarable, and .‘ioiilar cases 
will probably occur. What shall be done with 
theni.-' Canweaffjrd to send them forward to 
their masters, to bs by them armed against us, or 
used in iutreduring supplies to maintain the re- 
bellion? Th-ir labor may be useful to uq with- 
held from the enema-, ii lessens bis military re- 
sources, and withholding them has no tendenev 
to induce the horrors of insurrection even in the 
rebel communities. They constitute a military 
rosource, and, being such, that they should not 
be turned over to tho enemy is too plain to dis- 
cuss. Why deprive him of his supplies by a 
blockade, and voluntarily give him men to pro- 
duce supplier? Tbe disposition to be made of tbe 
slaves of rebels after the close of the war can bo 
safely left to tbe wisdom and patriot i;ra of Con- 
gress. The representatives of the people will, 
unquestionably, tecure to the loval slaveholders 
every right to which they are entitled under tho 
Constitution of the country.

Tbe President avows hi* purpose lo adhere to a 
cautious and prudent policy in ro ation lo foreign 
affairs. There need be no appreh^n ion of the 
occurrence of hostility between ihe United States 
and Great Britain. Unless the Hrilhh Govern- 
ment should sack a pretext for war, thero is no 
ground fi r serious Difficulty.

Martin was in the habit of iiij iiif? quarterly, but there 
wasiiooth«r evidence before the mry an to the time 
or time* when ths rent wa* to be j>»id. 

At the beginning of the year loll, Martin confirmed 
1 1 occupy the lioufe, making no positive contract a* to 
the rent or terms of payment, Polk ?u~d out two du- 
ties* warrants, one for the rent lor the quarter ending 
tat July, end oue for the quarter ending tat Oct., 1861, 
f: xmg the reut at .$462 per year. Thi* I* a motion to re- 
cover tar the two quarters at that rate. 

Martin resist* the recovery because the rent claimed 
I* exorbitant, and because Polk had agreed to reduce 
the rent, but failed to prove thi* agreement in term*, 
though there wo* Borne proof tending te show such 
agreement. 

It w a* Proved upon the trial that though the house 
wor th $500 for ta6u,aud would have rented for $400 
tar lwil, if it hid been rented on the tat of January, 
1*61, yet Hint owing to the trouble* In the country, and 
the depre* Ion in business, it ta not worth more than 
$340 per year now.

FRANKFORT LETTER. 

Capitol Hotel, Room No. 40, > 
Frankfort, Dec. 5, 1861. f 
There were two salient subjects of public interest 
which attracted my attention while paying brief 
visits to the two branches of the Legit lature this 
morning. The House was engaged for some time 
on a bill to amend the act for raising volunteers 
to repel the invasion of the State, which pro- 
vides that, as officers of a lower rank than Colonel, 
were, as early as the 9th September last, mus- 
tered into the sendee of tho United States as 
Kentucky volunteers, and have continued in ser- 
vice ever since, when such officers aro united 
with other volunteers to make up a regiment, 
they shall not bs deprived of the rank they have 
acquired by virtue of a mustering into the ser- 
vice of the United States. There are several cases 
where officers have raised battalions or parts of 
regiments ur.der commissions subsequent to 
the establishment of the Military Beard 
of Kentucky. and this amendment is 

inteodod to meet each cases. Some of these offi- 
cers and their commands have been in active 
service many months with distinguished success 
ana patristic zeal, and it really seems haul that 
they should lose their position or be compelled to 
be consolidated into other fractional regiments 
and subject themselves to the chances of an elec- 
tion am mg straogers. Theee exceptional cases 
involve difficulties which are bard to surmount 
without doing injustice. The argument this 
morning brought up the case of Col, Whitaker, 
who has some eight companies and M?jor Pirtle, 
having a smaller numbor, who have been ordered 
by tbe Military Board to consolidate. This Maj. 
Pirtle, who bolds his office under the U. S . with a 
rjtnmission dated previous to the formation of 
our Military Board or any legislation for the pur- 
pose of rairiog volunteers, is willing to do, and 
is indeed eager to do. But tbe SUte law will 
6abjoct him to the chances of an election, and as 
there is a larger number of Col. Whitaker’s men 
who probably have a favorite Major of their own, 
and could outvote Major Pirtle. he is naturally 
unwilling to risk his commission. It seem.* 
clearly an act of justice that officers, who, like 
Major Pirtle, have been ao assiduously engaged 
in active service that they have had no proper 
opportunities to make enlistment*, should receive 
all proper protection from tbe Legislature, and the 
Hoose was of this opinioo, for it passed the amend- 
ment by a large majority. It scorns to me, 
however, that the Military Board has nothing to 
do wit h tbe case of Major Pirtle unless be chooses 
to relinquish his United States commissi >n and 
take one under the State, running his chances 
for an election in Col. Whitaker’s Regiment. If 
1 correctly understand his position, tbe Secretary 
of War may to-morrow order him to Oregon or 
ou any other service, tut he. being naturally 
anxious to sorvo hi s native State with his fellow- 
Kenfutkians, is willing to consolidate his com- 
mand if his proper rank can be retained. In this he 
is right, and the Legislature should so direct. As 1 
reflect, I feel convinced that Major Pirtle’s caee is 
entirely acomalous, and that he is tho only officer 
below the grade of Colooel who took position bo- 
fore the creation of the Military Board. If this 
is ro, there should be an opening made for him in 
some regiment, as a matter both of duty and com- 
pliment. He is a meritorious officer, and will 
soon bocomo a favor i to when bis gcod qualities 
become known. 

It is earnestly to be hoped that seme amicable 
adjustment will bo made of ths conflicting claims 
btfore the Military Board; indeed, thoro should be 
no conflict among true patriots. No mau has, I 
hope, attempted to raise a company 6imply that 
be may be its captain, a battalion that ho may be 
ita major, or a regiment that he may be its col- 
onel. Every man was enlisted for the u?e of the 
Government to sustain its existence and to pro- 
tect our State, and if any company, battalion, or 
regiment refuses to be mustered into the service 
of tho Government becausa it cannot obtain 
partiiular officor, it seoms to me preferable that 
the organisation should be at cnco disbanded. We 
want no army so thoroughly devoted to favorite 
officers «hat it will not fight for the country unless 
Gen. A. or Col. B. leads it. Under this state 
of thing8 the army would bo tbe very creature 
of its officers and not tho strong right arm of the 
Government, which should move its fingor 
clench its hand, and strike its blows only at the 
volition of the governing brain and intellect, and 
not under the rpaemcdic Influence of every irrita- 
ted nerve, or inferior member of the system. We 
must havo a military head in the nation and in 
the 8!ato — the national head of course over- 
ride the State authority. But if we cor. 
tinue to recognize our Military Board 
the executive military ha. id of our State, 
Ita orders must bo obeyed with all prompt- 
ness, and any hesitation is mutinous subjecting 
these who are derelict cf duty to severe penalties 
under tbe articles of war. 1 cannot too strongly 
improes npon our military friend) the necessity of 
forgetting all their private griefs and acting 
unitedly for the benefit of tbe service and of the 
country. We must not allow tbe?e squabbles for 
place to convert our campe into hustings, or bring 
the acerbities of heated elections among thoee 
who are engaged es brothers to contend agaio6t a 
common enemy. 

Tho House in Committee of tho Whole, Mr. 
Huston of Clarke in the chair, considered the 
bill for providing a conventional rate of Interest. 
Mr. Burnarn of Madison made a very admirable 
speech on tbe question of interest ft r the use of 
money, and be thought all the arguments cf the 
moet celebrated writers on monetary affairs and 
political economy showed a great preponderance 
of opinion in favor of not shackling the trade in 
money by any legal restrictions, but that money 
should be treated as any other commodity. W 
were to look forward to a large amount of litiga- 
tion, and that would not be produced by any de- 
sire of creditors to oppress their debtors, but the 
result of fear that the Legislature of the State 
would interfere in come way with the existing re- 
lations of debtor and creditor. He believed, 
view of tbe present unhappy condition of our 
country and our State, that the passage of 
Taw legalizing a conventional rate of interest 
would be a most important relief measure, as un 
der it, at tbe spring term of our courts, dobters 
would make friendly settlements rather than sub 
ject themselves to the costs of lawsuits. There 
wore no dangers to be apprehended from a conven- 
tional rate of interest higher than the legal rate, 
for in countries where no usury Jaws existed, or 
have been repealed, the rate of interest has in- 
variably boon reduced. Money is very scales, 
and yet the circulating medium in our neighbor- 
ing State?, raised by the Federal Government, 
bears a higher interest than can be charged on 
‘money in our State. Capital will seek invent 
moot, then, in United States I roasury notes and 
avoid our State, which has the very lowest rate 
of interest. 

Mr. Wolfs opposed tbe bill, as he did not be- 
lieve it would bring any competition among mo- 
ney lenders. The usury laws were entirely dis- 
regarded. The great argument* iu favor of the 
bill were that it would cheapen money by making 
its traffic free as any other commodity and that it 
would increase the number of sellers and decease 
the nnmber of buyers. Theee arguments are sup- 
ported by showing that capitalists can go over 
into Ohio and Indiana and lend their money at a 
higher rato of interest than they can legally 
charge in Kentucky. This support of the argu- 
ment is suicidal; it cuts its own throat. If a 
Kentucky capitalist goes to Ohio to get more for 
his money, and does get it utdsr a conventional 
rate of interest, the great object cf the bill to 
cheapen tbe rate of interest in our State is vir- 
tually defeated by the vory argument. 

Mr. Harney was also oppoeed to disturbing tbe 
policy of the State in this particular. The bill 
would not meet the case; money would be bought 
for what it was worth, no matter what the laws 
on usury were. It was better to trust to the 
bouor of those making the transactions. Mr. II. 
thought tbe increase of banks in the country, by 
producing an inflated currency while they ab- 
sorbed all the capital of the country in their 
vaults, was the cause of much of tbe difficulty 
encountered. Mr. Ward, of Woodford, was in 
favor of tbe bill, and he believed that be could 
even go further and repeal all usury laws and 
permit the traffic iu money ou the same terms as 
in horses. Mr. Turner wae opposed to the bil| 
because it was based on mere abstract principles 
and was not adapted to the practicabiliiies of 
life. If banks expanded and inflated tbe curren- 
cy, let their privileges be curtailed; this till 
will not do it. If Kentucky loans her money to 
Ohio and Indiana at ten per cent for a series of 
year?, she will become rich and those States im- 
poverished. Mr. Burnam made a few edJitmnal 
remarks in favor of the bill, when the Committee 
rose, reported progress, aDd asked leave to eit 
again. It is impossible to foretell the fate of the 
bill; our city friends who were in favor of con- 
ventional interest a year ego seoin now to be op- 
posed to it, while many country members have 
changed from its opponents to its supporters. If 



some action is not taken quickly, the weather- 
cocks will by puzzled bow to vote at all. 

1 he Senate had a long and able argument on 
the bill from the House, to which I have pro- 
iously referred, concerning the consolidation of 
fragmental regiments. It brought out all the 
ability of tho Chamber, aud was extremely inter- 
esting, 60 much so that I regret my want of op- 
pertuuity to give an outline of it. It was 
referred to the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs. The range of the debate convinces me 
that I am right in my conjecture that the 
case of Major Pirtle is a solitary one, and that 
the Legislature ba 3 no control over him or the 
mattor. He can get iuto tbe Kentucky service 
under our Military Board only by bis own volun- 
tary act. 

The comments of some of the Cincinnati pa- 
pers upon the resolution offered by Mr. Ward, of 
Woodford, in the House, show a strange ignorance 
his motives. His resolution was, that the 
Legislature recognizes the action cf the provi- 
sional government established at Russellville, by 
which George W. Johnson was made the Govornor 
of Kentucky, and that the sympathies of the 
Legislature were with than and their cause. 
This was intended to bring tho secession 
sympathizers up to tho maik, and to ascertain 
they wou'd dara to express the sympathy 
which they undoubtedly feel. They did not dare 
to face tbe music, and all voted against the reso- 
lution. Had they not havo added hypocrisy to 
their other crime?, Mr. Ward would have imme- 
diately introduced a resolution for their expul- 
sion from the Legislature iu traitors. That was 
bis object, and the rebel sympathizers swallowod 
the bitter pill offered, nauseating as it was, rather 
than loso their per diem pay as members of the 
loyal Legidaturo of Kenlucky. 



NEWS FROM THE REBEL STATES.

The Louisiana Senate organized at Baton Rouge 
on the 25- h, with Litu’euanl Governor Hyams 
in the chair.

Doorkeeper. The House met at 12 o’clock, and 
was called to order by Hon, T. G. Davidson.

Speaker; E. W. Easiin, Chief Cler k; Thomas F. 
Beale, Assistant Clerk: J. U. Peralta, Sergeant- 
at-Arms, and Fletcher, Doorkeeper. 

We And tho following ‘‘talk on change” in tbe 
New Orleans Cret e on t of tho 25ib: 

Saturday was devoted to the war element**, and 
though the streets in general were crowded to ex- 
coss, the flags of Carocdslet were deserted by the 
habitues. Counting- houses, office?, aud ware- 
houses were all closed. Tbe telegraph wires 
brought notbiog important from distant part?, 
and the day wan devoted to tbu grand future of 
the country, and even yesterday there was very 
little olso talked of ttan tho grand review on 
Saturday. 

Accounts were received yesterday that the na- 
val expedition for Kentucky was progressing 
finely toward its destination, and that the great 
Uniting battery teas going on finely. We dislike to 
*ay any more of tho movements of tbii expedi- 
tion, as the infernal rpies and Black Republican 
sympathisers will be sending off their bearers of 
despatches. There was ?ome talk lust evening of 
tbe withdrawal of the 3d Mississippi regiment, 
Col. Deason, from the sea shore, aud of its em- 
barkation for Columbus last evening. This leaves 
the soa shore of filbsisrippi Sound unprotected, 
though there is nothing of conscquoLce for the 
picayune marauders to steal but a few chickens , 
pigs, and cows. The villages otfor nothing more 
to attract their attention. 

The steamer Magenta, which arrived yester- 
day from Memphis, brought two hundred bales of 
cotton , consigned to and for account of Messrs . 
Pnig Brothers , intended for shipment to Spain or 
Mextco, U was purchased at one of the inland 
depots, and was allowed to come hithor by rpstul 
permission of tho authorities, as this house has 
made arrangements for the exportation of cotton. 
It is not supposed this will be the only consign- 
ment to their address, as we learn they have 
liberty to bring to tbe city two hundred bales at 
any one time. We do not know how our non- 
exportationists will regud this movement, but if 
a Spanish, English, or French vessel runs the 
blockade, enters the Miuissippi and goes to 
Natcktt or Vicksburg for cotton, we are not aware 
that they can he interrupted, nor should then be, 
particularly, as in the eve of the Bermuda at 
Savannah , they bring cargoes of merchandise for 
which we are greatly in want. 

Tho general market was unusually calm sn<l 
quiet to-day. The noto- brokers had nothing of 
note to offer their patrons. We did tb erve throe 
or four capitalists cr lenders on tho flags, bat thoy 
w ere not looking for bargains. A good deal vf 
bantering was going on in f-tocks. The Canal 
Bink api*ears to bo the target just at this moment. 
Some oporators or buyers are going into it blind- 
folded, as it were, expecting that they can vote at 
the annual eloction for directors next month. 
Tho Blcck that has boen transferred since the 9 h 
of September cannot be voted on according to the 
lirst article of the 15th section, which says, “aftor 
the firtt election no share or shares shall c in- 
fer a right of voting which shall not have baen 
held three calendar months previous to the day 
of election;” so it will be observed that holders 
and sellers who are desirous of a change are 
throwing away their privileges by selling out at 
this t.me. In fact, it is cor jectured that the re- 
cent movements in the stock aro f reconcerted to 
prevent many shares from being voted on at the 
election on the 9th proximo. It is well-known 
that the 7,000 shares of stock held in New York 
cinnot be voted on, unless the Receiver of the 
Conf derate Government, under the sequestration 
act, comes forward and assumes tho rigdt.

Washington, Dec. 6. 

Col. Leonard, of tho 13th Massachusetts, tele- 
graphed to Gt>n. Banks vesterday that bis mon at 
Hancock eholled ar.d dispersed a party passing 
westward, too small for attack but large enough 
for trouble. For sometime past the enemy has 
sent out daily from Fairfax C. H. a scouting 
par-y of 1,000 or 2,000 men. It breaks up into 
tquads of 50 or 100. who attack our picket guards, 
l Uomas Knight, or Company B, 3t New Jersey v 
went with 65 men as far as Burke’s Station on 
tbe Orange and Alexandria railroad. The 
stretched two wires across the Old Braddcck roai 
one as high as the forehe>d of a man on horse 
back, and the other lower, and awaited the result 
on this side.

tided, however. That no incorporated banking in- 
stitution cf this State shall be entitled to receive 
more than tbe rate of interest specified iu its 
charter; or, if no rale be specified, more than six 
per cent, yearly upon any loan or discount what- 
soever. 

§ 2. That upon all judgments or decrees ren- 
deied upon any bond, bill, promissory note, or 
other instrument aforesaid, interest shall be 
computed till payment, at the rato specified 
in such bond, bill,’ note, or other in«t Turnout, not 
exceeding ten per centum, a? aforesaid; or, in 
case no rate of interest is specified at tix per 
centum yearly. 

Mr. Vanwinkle offered the following amend- 
ments, viz: 

Strike out the word “lor,” in tbe 1st fection, 
and insert “eight.” 

Amend section 2d by striking out the word 
“ten’’ and inferring “eight.” 

Add the following additional sectionr: 

§ 3. That if any person shall stipulate for a 
greater rate of interest, for tho loan or forbear- 
ance of money, than that ai»thoriz«d by the 1st 
pection of this act, he shall forfoia to tho debtor 
the whole sum eecured by such usurious con- 
tracts. 

§ 4. That if any person shall, under any pre- 
text whatever, receive or collect a greater rate 
of interest than that authorized by said section, 
h© shall forfeit to the persons paying the same the 
whole sum so collected, who may su© for and re- 
cover the same at any time witbiu five year?.
